In  submitting  their  Annual  Report  respecting  the  present  con¬ 
dition  and  future  prospects  of  our  Public  Schools,  the  School 
Committee  are  happy  to  speak  of  the  success  and  prosperity 
which  have  attended  them  during  the  past  year.  They  have, 
on  the  whole,  been  decidedly  good.  Some  have  excelled  in 
every  point,  and  better  could  scarcely  be  asked.  The  number 
of  children  in  the  town  on  the  first  of  May,  1861,  between  the 
ages  of  five  and  fifteen,  was  one  hundred  and  seventy-two,  a 
decrease  of  six  from  the  census  of  1860.  The  number  of  schol¬ 
ars  of  all  ages,  in  the  Public  Schools,  was  in  Summer,  one  hund¬ 
red  and  seventy-four;  in  Winter,  two  hundred  and  twenty-nine. 
The  average  attendance  in  all  the  schools,  was  in  Summer,  one 
hundred  and  fifty-one  ;  in  Winter,  two  hnndred  and  six  ;  show¬ 
ing  the  average  attendance  to  have  been  better  in  Winter  than 
in  Summer;  making  the  number  twenty-three  both  Summer  and 
Winter  who  have  lost  their  schooling,  and  about  one-ninth  part 
of  the  time  and  money  worse  than  lost.  A  portion  of  this  loss 
has  been  necessary,  we  well  know  ;  while  much  has  been  prob¬ 
ably  without  good  reason.  Unless  scholars  can  commence  when 
the  school  does,  and  keep  along  with  their  classes,  they  will  very 
seldom  have  that  interest  which  one  will  who  is  always  there  ; 
and  a  scholar  vvho  is  absent  from  school  one  or  two  days  every 
week  will  make  but  little  proficiency,  and  will  also  be  a  source 
of  trouble  to  the  teacher,  and  to  the  school. 

The  number  of  tardy  marks,  in  all  the  schools  diiring  the 
Summer  term,  was  two  hundred  and  forty-five  ;  in  Winter,  five 
hundred  and  ten  ;  making  an  average,  in  Summer,  of  nearly  one 
and  a  half,  in  Winter,  of  a  little  over  two,  to  each  scholar.  We 
think  the  record  of  attendance  has  improved,  and  we  hope 
will  continue  so  to  do.  There  are  seventeen  different  scholars, 
in  all  our  schools,  under  five  years  of  age  ;  which  number  is  as 
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large  as  we  ever  wish  to  see  it,  for  most  scholars  under  that  age 
will  receive  but  little  benefit  from  attending  school. 

Fifty-three  different  scholars,  over  fifteen  years  of  age,  have 
attended  the  schools  during  the  past  year.  A  very  good  number 
compared  with  the  whole  number  of  scholars;  may  it  never  be 
less. 

There  have  been  nine  different  female  teachers  employed  dur¬ 
ing  the  year.;  their  average  wages,  reckoning  both  Summer  and 
Winter,  including  board,  were  $13  84  per  month.  Four  male 
teachers  have  been  employed,  whose  average  wages,  including 
board,  have  been  $25  75,  an  increase  of  47  cents  over  last  year. 

The  aggregate  length,  in  months,  of  all  the  public  schools  was, 
in  Summer,  twenty-two  ;  and  there  being  seven  different  schools, 
the  average  length  is  a  little  more  than  three  months. 

In  Winter  the  aggregate  length  was  twenty-three  months  and 
eleven  days,  which  divided  by  eight,  the  number  of  schools,  gives 
a  little  less  than  three  months  to  each  school. 

The  amount  appropriated  by  the  town  for  the  support  of  public 
schools  was  $700;  this  with  the  amount  received  from  the  School 
Fund,  $34  72,  would  make  the  sum  total  of  $734  72  available 
for  the  support  of  schools  during  the  past  year.  This  amount,  in 
these  times  certainly,  carefully  expended,  will  give  us  six  months 
school  in  each  district. 

Thus  we  have  given  some  statistics,  from  which  may  be 
jiid  ged  something  of  what  has  been  the  condition  of  our  schools 
during  the  past  year. 

Your  committee  do  not  pretend  that  all  the  improvement  has 
been  made  in  the  schools  which  might  be,  but  that  they  have 
taken  a  step  in  the  right  direction  cannot  be  denied.  It  takes 
good  scholars  as  well  as  good  teachers  to  make  a  school  of  high 
order.  We  have  been  glad  to  see  so  many  of  the  older  ones 
attending  school,  and  to  notice  the  earnest  desire  to  obtain  a  good 
education  which  has  been  manifested  by  them,  as  well  as  the 
ready  acquiescence  to  the  teacher’s  wishes. 

Still  there  are  two  or  three  things  at  least  needed  before  the 
district  school  millenium  will  have  fully  dawned.  Some  of  that 
progress  must  be  made  in  the  school  houses ;  some  are  now  very 
neat  and  well  ventilated  ;  by  some  means  or  other  a  good  school 


house  is  a  great  help  towards  a  good  school,  and  a  great  preven¬ 
tive  of  mischief. 

Others  would  be  greatly  improved  by  a  little  white-wash  and 
paint,  which  would  be  of  very  little  expense,  and  of  very  great 
benefit. 

We  hope  to  see  great  care  exercised  in  the  selection  of  teachers. 
We  have  plenty  in  our  own  town,  and  we  want  the  best,  and 
those  in  the  right  places ;  for  some  teachers  almost  fail  in  one 
school,  where  they  might  do  very  well  in  another.  There  is  spe¬ 
cial  need  of  guarding,  in  some  of  the  schools,  against  teaching  the 
habit  of  dependence,  against  prompting,  and  helping  the  pupil  out  of 
every  difficulty,  instead  of  teaching  him  to  work  his  own  way  out. 
Every  teacher  should  be  like  Hercules  in  the  fable,  who  helps 
only  after  the  one  helped  has  worked  hard  himself.  It  is  more  to 
teach  a  pupil  how  to  study ^  how  to  overcome  difficulties,  than  to 
give  him  almost  any  amount  of  knowledge. 

Good  order  is  also  very  important ;  without  it  no  school  can 
prosper;  and  your  committee  have  made  some  effort  to  have  en¬ 
ergetic  and  regular  means  adopted  to  maintain  a  thorough  and 
effectual  course  of  discipline.  In  order  that  any  school  may  be 
successfully  managed,  the  teacher  should  possess  firmness  united 
with  moderation,  uniformity  of  bearing,  and  unlimited  patience  : 
those  who  have  these  qualities  will  undoubtedly  keep  good  order 
in  school. 

Writing,  reading  and  spelling  have  been  greatly  neglected  in 
years  past ;  bur  few  of  our  teachers  can  write  a  good  hand,  or 
have  given  much  attention  to  this  subject ;  however,  we  are  happy 
to  say  that  a  change  has  been  made  for  the  better;  and  manifest 
improvement  has  been  made  during  the  past  winter,  yet  much 
more  progress  needs  to  be  made.  The  day  has  gone  by  when 
men  can  excuse  a  hopeless  puzzle  of  intemperate  scratches  ”  by 
pleading  that  all  great  men  write  a  miserable  hand.  “  It  is  a  cu¬ 
rious  tiling,^’  says  an  English  writer,  “but  going  back  for  a  long 
period  you  may  notice,  with  few  exceptions,  prime  ministers  have 
been  remarkably  good  writers.  Canning,  lam  told,  wrote  an  ex¬ 
quisite  hand.  The  Duke  of  Wellington,  a  clear  and  noble  one. 
Sir  Robert  Peel,  a  most  legible  one.  Lord  Palmerston’s  is  a  model 
of  good  penmanship.  Lord  John  Russell’s,  forcible  and  distinct.” 
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There  is  no  branch  of  study  so  difficult  to  teach  as  reading,  and 
in  which  there  is  so  much  failure ;  good  readers  are  as  scarce  as 
they  are  acceptable ;  and  much  more  attention  might  be  given  to 
mfleciion  and  emphasis,  and  a  natural  method  of  reading,  espe¬ 
cially  wherever  the  teacher  knows  how  to  read  well  himself. 

Parents  can  do  much  to  aid  the  schools,  by  seeking  to  interest' 
scholars  in  their  studies,  incpairing  of  their  progress,  and  teaching 
them  the  value  of  time  ;  but  never  will  they  aid  by  making  pro¬ 
minent  before  the  children  any  little  faults  or  defects,  that  may 
exist  in  the  schools. 

The  amount  of  whispering  has  decreased  we  think  very  much 
during  the  past  year ;  there  still  remains  room  for  improvement. 
We  said  enougli  on  this  subject  last  year,  so  that  we  need  say 
nothing  more  that  our  views  may  be  known. 

Still,  we  do  not  expect  that  $20  or  $25  a  month,  will  procure 
all  the  virtues,  but  we  are  glad  to  have  all  we  can. 

We  now  turn  to  a  more  particular  record  of  the  schools  com¬ 
mencing  with  the

The  number  of  scholars  who  would  attend  a  school  in  Summer, 
in  this  District,  being  small,  it  was  thought  best  to  have  no 
Summer  term. 

Winter  Term. — Length  of  school  in  months,  3  1-4;  whole 
number  of  scholars,  12 ;  average  attendance,  10  2*5 ;  wages  of 
teacher  per  month,  $20  00  ;  amount  received  for  services,  $65. 

Mr.  Leonard  P.  Lovell  taught  this  school,  with  marked  success. 
The  scholars  seemed  all  to  be  in  earnest  to  make  progress,  and 
worthy  progress  was  made.  The  order  was  good  ;  and  the 
method  of  teaching  excellent  throughout.  Unusual  attention  was 
paid  to  penmanship,  and  in  no  school  was  there  so  general  im¬ 
provement  in  it.
